If you have not already seen the enclosed picture, I am sure 
that you will find It fascinating, especially in conjunction with 
the caption below it, I uncovered the picture while I was glancing 
through old copies of the French magazine, ’’’arls-Match . It occurs 
in an edition that was issued ear ley in December , ly65; Paris-Match ' s 
special on the assassination. 

As I wrire this I do not have any Dealey Plaza photos before me, 
so it is hard for me to determine exactly, but it appears that the 
picture was snapped at or x»y very near the seoond floor window of 
the Dal-Tex building that you pointed to in connection with the 
Aitgens photo-- i.e., your uiscussion of the object that is evident 
in the window ana of the man on the fire escape who seems severely 
agitated. 
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in ti 1 ng-M rj that very soon after the assassination 
somebody oaused the Paris-Match photographer to believe that the 
firing was done from the second floor window of the Dal-Tex. 

Except in the light of your disclosures about the Dal-Tex window, 
I would have considered the Paris-Match pioture simply a newsman's 
blunder. But now the pioture amazes me, for it was published long 
before you called attention to the window, and at a time when nearly 
everybody, including the writers at Paris-Match, believed that the 
shots came from the Depository. 

I do not know from whom the Paris-Match photographer might 
have gotten the notion that shots came from the second floor of the 
Dal-Tex building. It would be interesting to Know exactly when the 
picture was taken. 


Paris-Match also published a color version of the Zapruder frame 
that I sent to you recently, the one that I thought might show the 
wound at JFK'b right temple. The white patch that is evident in the 
black and white picture is not the President's wound, nor is it the 
hand of JFK or of Mrs. Kennedy. Frankly, I can't make out what it is, 
although the picture is unusually clear. It's just a white snlotch. 
The picture should show JFK's right profile (his ear is clearly 
visible) , but Instead it just shows a white splotch.
